SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable School Board of Hampstead: 

In making this my first annual report I wish to makea 
few remarks anda like number of suggestions and recom- 
mendations. Every parent who deserves the name is de- 
sirous that his child be better educated than he was him- 
self, for he knows that otherwise his child will not keep up 
with progress. The base of ali education is acquired in the 
Grammar school. The knowledge that should be attained 
there will be of more practical value to him in life than all 
that he will gain thereafter even though he attend the high- 
est University in the land. It is here that he learns to use 
the mother tongue, to teach this is the principal work of 
the Public school. By mother tongue I mean the ability to 
read and write our own language. ‘The degree of success of 
our school system should be measured by this standard. But 
isit? There is a tendency on the part of parents and those 
in charge of the schools to consider the Grammar school as 
a place of preparation for the High school, a place in which 
to filithe child’s head with enough book knowledge to en- 
able him to pass the required examination in order to enter 
the secondary school and not a place for real education. 
Our Grammar schools will never be successes until we be- 
come divorced from this idea; never become worthy of being 
called schools until we teach the common branches for their 
own intrinsic value and not as stepping stones to something 
eiSe:

PARENTS. 


The parent, to whom the education of the child is of the 
most moment, isthe person most interested in our schools. 
‘The parent has the right to demand that the schools are the 
best that can be obtained with the funds available. But 
rights bring duties with them. You have the right to de- 
mand good teachers and adequate supplies, and you also 
have the duty of sending your child to school regularly. You 
have the right to criticize the school, but before doing so 
you should visit the school and make sure that there is some- 
thing to criticize. 


‘TEACHERS. 


Our teachers have been faithful and efficient. They 
have performed their work cheerfully and conscientiously. 
I would recommend that they all be reemployed if possible. 
I would also recommend that in employing new teachers 
only those with State certificates be considered. 

BooKs AND SUPPLIES. 

I would recommend that seventy five dollars be raised 
for books and fifty for supplies. 

In closing I wish to thank the Board, the teachers, the 
parents and the pupils for their support and aid.
